Washington, Oct. 31.—The first of 
the six portable mine rescue stations 
with. which the new bureau of mines 
plans to instruct the miners in the use 
of mine rescue apparatus and first aid 
to the injured appliances, will soon 
start on its mission, according to a 
statement just issued by the bureau. 
It will be known as car No. I, will 
start from Pittsburg mid will cover 
the anthracite fields in Pennsylvania 
and vicinity. 
About Nov. I car No. 2 is expected 
to reach the bureau of mines rescue 
station at Urbana. 111., where it will 
receive its full equipment This car 
will then 
proceed to Danville, 111., 
Terre Haute, Ind., and through south­ 
ern Indiana to Evansville. 
Four other cars, with headquarters 
at 
Rock 
Springs, 
Wyo.; 
Billings,

Brother Comes to Aviator’s Rescue by 


Buying Monoplane In Emergency For 


Daring Flight. 


New’ York, O c t 3t.—John Moisant, 
of Chicago, exploded upward from the 
International aviation meet at Belmont 
park 
and 
flew a fifty-horse power 
Bleriot from Belmont park west by 
south seventeen rn dew in an air line to 
and around the Statue of Liberty and 
back to the park, thirty-four miles in 
all. In 34 m inutes 38.4 seconds, for a 
cash 
prise of ‘ $10,000, donated by 
Thomas F. Ryan for the speediest trip 
to the statue and bark during the avia­ 
tion nu et. 
Claude G raham e White, who on Sat­ 
urday won the international speed race 
and the Jam es Gordon Bennett cup in 
his I OO-horse power Bleriot, made the 
trip fromt he park to the statue and 
return successfully an hour earlier 
than Moisant Adiated the bronze lady, 
but it took the E nglishm an’s IOO horse 
power m achine almost a minute longer 
lo make the trip than it did Molaant’a 
fifty horse power of the sam e design. 
G raham eW h ite s time for the thirty- 
four mile* wan 35 minutes 21.30 sec­ 
onds. 
Just three minutes before Orahame- 
White started for the statue from the 
park, Count Jacques de I .es sops, of 
France, made the first start for the 
Statue of Liberty that has been made 
at fhe meet. 
Count de Ix-sseps got 
away in a Bleriot monoplane of fifty- 
horse power and made the voyage out 
and return successfully, but his time 
wan 41 m inutes 56.25 seconds or about 
7 minutes and 18 seconds slower than 
Moisant. 


Didn’t Circle Goddess of Liberty. 
Moisant and Graham e White cut for 
the statue in a tic* line as soon as 
they got high enough in the air to see 
the goddess and the captive balloon 
which the bronze girl from France was 
dying above the bay to guide the avia­ 
tors toward her. 
Ile I>esseps left the 
Aviation field along a high air lane 
:hat headed directly into the west, or 
Aomewhat to the north of the course 
akee 
later by Grabam e-W hite and 
Moisant. Also when It < ame to swing 
ng around for the return trip at the 
statue, De I>>Hs* ps clr< led the statue 
itself, flying so wide that his machine 
zlp!>ed above Black Tom ’s island, over 
near the Jersey shore; whereas Moi- 
■>ant and Graham e-White were content 
to circle only the tralloon, which the 
twelve or flrter-n mile southwest wind 
had blown out about 390 feet from the 
statue s head 
Moisant and G raham eW h ite, there­ 
fore. passed between the balloon and 
the h»*ad of th e statue on their return 
trl|) and didn t go around the Goddess 
>f Liberty at all. 
But according to the 
rules of the contest they were requir­ 
ed to swing around the captive balloon 
inly. 
The American's victory, coming as 
it did after Graham* W hite’s ttoA’it, 
which looted like winning time at the 
late hour Moisant stat led out, sent the 
rowds on both 
sides of the field, 
which totaled from 35,OOO to 40.000 
people, into a stale of ecstacy that 
might be c o n s e r v a to r y Ire called a 
frenzy, 
Tin* welcome home exercises 
on grand stand, lawn and field when 
Moisant’s darning needle come bock 
home from the golden haze of sunset 
and lit up the grass tips of the field 
a winner, reminded one of th** dear 
lead days at Belmont, when Colin, a 
four-legged animal used for racing In 
f*arIU*r days and known as the horse. 
pounded past the grand stand with all 
the money. 
Moisant'a victory came after his big 
raring Bleriot had been sm ashed by a 
collision with 
Clifford B. H arm on’s 
Forman biplane. It was the third com­ 
plete sm ashup for the little Chica­ 
goan, and he was in despair. 
In this 
Ida* k quarter hour his brother. A. J. 
Moisant. a banker 
of 
the 
Central 
American state of San Salvador, ap 
preached Alfred Le Blanc, the French 
aviator, who was badly Injured in Sat­ 
urday's Gordon Bennett (Alp race. 
Brother to the Rescue. 
“What is the price of your fifty- 
horse 
power 
Bleriot?” 
asked 
the 
banker. 
“ I will sell it for $10,000.” 
“ Will you give it to my brother right 
•way for that sum ?” 
“Att, no. Monsieur; I expect to win 
me or more prizes on Monday In it. 
Then, too, I can pick up several profit­ 
able engagem ents before returning to 
France.” 
* 
A J. Moisant thought a moment. 
“Compute 
for 
me, Monsieur," he 
said, “the am ount of a bonus for which 
you would make an imm ediate deliv­ 
ery.” 
Le Blanc figured a while on the back 
of an envelope. 
“That is the sum,” he said, showing 
the result to the banker. 
The other tore a check from its stub, 
filled it out for $10,000 plus the amount 
of the bonus, scribbled on I^e Blanc’s 
envelope, and handed the check to the 
Frenchman.
